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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during December were valued at £3,561,351, the 
largest for the year with thé exception of September. The total imports 
for the year were £37,173,022, equal to £23 9s. per head of population,. 
and’ show a decrease of £2,218,338, or over 5 per cent., as compared 
with 1907. The figures, however, show an increase of £2,507,729 
as compared with 1906. The direct oversea imports amounted to 
£19,779,330, as compared with £20,937,351 in 1907, There were: 
decreases in almost all the principal articles; fish, rice, agricultural 
implements, machines and machinery, timber, and tobacco, however,. 
showed increases. Gold also shows a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for December amounted to £3,417,018, and show 
a decrease of £112,690, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the twelve months there was a decrease in the oversea. 
exports of £6,085,377, or over 18 per cent., as compared with last year. 
Most of the principal articles show large decreases— Wool, £4,362,000 ;, 
minerals, £1,083,000; wheat, £707,000; flour, £149,000; skins 
£347,000; meats, £136,000; and tallow, £110,000; horses, butter,. 
coal, hides, and wine, however, show increases. Separating merchandise 
from gold, the exports of the former during the twelve months. 
decreased by £6,985,387, but the latter increased by £900,010. 


It is not at present possible to give the total exports for the year, as: 
the Interstate movement for December is not available, but there are 
indications that it amounted to £41,500,000 (or to £26 3s. per head),, 
which is about £7,000,000 less than in the preceding year. The reasons 
for the falling-off are decreased production, but principally a heavy drop: 
in the prices of wool and metals. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net: 
revenue for the month was £1,268,896, or £119,878 less than in 
December of last year. During the six months ended 31st December the- 
revenue was £6,737,365, being £453,713, or 6°3 per cent., less than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year. The principal increases. 
in receipts during the six months were—From Land’ Revenue, £63,132 ;. 
Railways and Tramways £132,029 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £3,424. 
The returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by £373,411 ; and. 
taxation, £163,262. The expenditure during December was £830,207, a 
decrease of £5,502 as compared with December of last year. During 
the six months the expenditure was £6,599,135, being £614,734, or 
10°3 per cent., more than in 1907-8. ixpenditure on Government 
Departments increased by £111,778, Business Undertakings _ by- 
£403,960, and Interest payments by £13,396. On the 31st December, 
1908, the balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was. 
£1,917,404. 
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Shipping.—During 1908 39 less vessels entered the ports of the State, and 
19 more cleared therefrom, than in 1907. The total tonnage of vessels 
trading with the State was 12,713,627 namely, 6,501,922 entered, and 
6,411,705 cleared, both steam and sailing vessels showing considerable 
increases over 1907. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st December 
shows most satisfactory results. Compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year, the earnings show an increase of £47,191, and the 
expenditure an increase of £84,627, due largely to increased traffic, 
additional re-laying, and renewals of rolling stock. Relatively, the 
earnings remained stationary per train mile, and the expenditure 
increased by 3}d. per train mile. 


Wheat Harvest, 1908-09.—According to information supplied by farmers, it 
is estimated that 15,731,000 bushels of wheat will be cut from 1,248,755 
acres, averaging 12-6 bushels per acre, and 517,760 tons of hay will be 
cut from 546,576 acres. 

The total now estimated is about 6,575,000 bushels in excess of the 
production during the season 1907-8, and it is expected that, after 
making due allowance for local requirements, a surplus of at least 
4 million bushels will be available for export.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during December was 23,662 oz. crude, 
equal to 21,759 oz. fine, valued at £92,428. During the year 1908 
there has been a decrease in the value of gold produced of £95,876 as 
compared with the year 1907, 


Prices.—The index numbers show that during 1908 prices of staple products 
were generally 16 per cent. higher than in 1901, but over 13 per cent. 
lower than in 1907. The index number for all articles was 1,164 ; for 

pastoral products, 1,122; and for minerals, 1,073; compared with the 

basis 1,000 in 1901, Wool decreased by"18 per cent. in price during the 
year ; the industrial metals also declined largely, from 1,461 in 1907, to 

1,073 in 1908, The general index number for December was 1,131, 

and with the exception of July was the lowest for the year. 
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Land Selections.—During December 112 new settlers applied for 52,848 
acres; and 23,713 acres, representing 73 blocks, were set apart fer 
residential settlement. For 1908 the number of new settlers was 2,410, 
and the area applied for 1,440,314 acres. The original area set apart 


for residential settlement during the year was 1,093,895 acres, representing 
1,276 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall experienced during the year 1908 shows that the 
totals over fully three-fourths of the State were generally lower than the 
average, the exceptions being the Hunter and Manning and North 
Coast districts, North Western Slope, North Western Plain, and a 
portion of the country west of the Darling River. 

During the month of December the falls recorded over the Northern 
districts of the State and in various places in North East Riverina were 
above the average, otherwise the totals were generally low, some stations 
receiving little or no rain.
